Summary of reasons for decision: 

The DVD is deemed to be objectionable under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act) because it tends to promote and support both the exploitation of 
young persons for sexual purposes and the use of violence to compel a person to submit to sexual 
conduct. The DVD contains a sexually explicit feature, trailers, blooper segments, behind-the-scenes 
material, and notices. The feature is set at a boarding school for boys. It comprises five scenes of 
explicidy depicted sexual activity. The young men appear to be aged in their mid-late teens; it is 
possible they are over the age of 18, however their small builds and youthful appearances make this 
difficult to discern either way. The way they are presented relatively realistically as schoolboys, within 
material intended to sexually arouse adult viewers, means that the DVD at least tends to promote and 
support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. The viewer is encouraged to find the 
young men sexually desirable because of their youth, and it is likely to attract adult viewers with a 
sexual interest in young persons. The feature also includes a scene depicting the rape of one teenage 
boy by four others. The way this is presented means that the DVD also tends to promote and 
support the use of violence to compel a person to submit to sexual conduct. The Classification 
Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 on the application of 
the classification criteria. The classification of this publication interferes with the right to freedom of 
expression, but this is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications 
falling under s3(2) of the FVPC Act are deemed to be objectionable. It is also a reasonable limitation 
on the right to freedom of expression in the interest of preventing injury to the public good from the 
availability of publications that tend to or do promote or support sexual exploitation and sexual 
violence.
